^0. Th^ ineoagpetent inberfezwnee, on tha part of the S.Z. proved to 
be an enormous error idtoee eonseqnenoee could not be eorraeted 
throughout the war.

mcblllzed into Partisan units, terroriesd In every w^, deprived 
of all their posseesl^, and, in. addition, tticy were Tweed to 
sidfer the r^sdeale of the oecupiere y&to banie d thilr Villages, 
eooseubed, tor t ur ed , iaprisbned, and deported all those who did 
not hish to Join the Cownanl sts.

39» Towards the end of June 1%2, NOVAK returned to 14uhiX4ana after 
a month'e iOurnay for the purpose of hpen^hg two houre with 
General HIHAILOVIC, He reported to the political , leaders and

40, Within a short time radio eoaounication .had been eatahUehed be- 
tween M3RAXL0VIC and NOVAK's headquarters, axul funetiained 
smoothly with only occasional IntemqTtions when headquarters 
were mov^, during NOVAK's entire t«txare» Radio equipment was 
constructed by radio operators HASL, BRICEU, and SIENBOV, who 
also established and maintained all. radio with gwiei. cour^

KRISTQF who acted as traffic eigtervl»>r and' peawonally encd.phered 
and deciphered all messages, Ihifortunat^, all three radio

for eocuDple, xdiom NOVAK originally c<msidered ht« best operator, 
tried flret in Home in 1%3 and later in Trieste in 19!t5, to 
sabotage v/i link tdXh WXkllCffJCi thou^ oocopeliad to 

cease using his services, NOVAK eostinusd to pay him in order to 
prevent further odsefalef on hie part. Subsequent to NOVAK's 
arrest by the Germans, Ifrs, KRISTOF relieved BRICEEtJ of crystals 
in hie possession, in order to prevent hie misuse of them. l&w. 
KRISTOF broke off all relations with BRICEL?, who in the mean- 
time had started to work for JEVDJmc. NOVAK later heard that 
BRICEU had fallen even deeper into trea^esy by woiidng fbr the 
Gestapo, in order to satisfy his greed for money and Ida dosire 
for an easy Hfep NOVAK, however, has no concrete evidence to 
this effect, 
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lilo Dtiring N07AK*s absence, his unit' in the fknro Uasto ares carried 
out, sometimes with Partisan aid, several suceessfol ^raM-ons 
against the Italian garrisons at topics, Poganci and Rates» 

During these actions the Gbetnllcs destrojed the principal stone 
brl4ge on the Novo ISesto-Krako road, an Important coiBwmicatlon 
linic between the GSeniian and S^alian zones of oeccqpation« this 
bridge was never entirstly reactivated throughout the sar« 

hZo For the first half of Jidy X%Z, an operation nas pQLaimed against 
Italian defensive positions of the ISkiw £bsto suburb Sodhel, bat 
on the 9th of July, NOVAE'S detadment was attadced hgr the Parti-' 
sans. Although the treacherous Comonnist attack tsae repelled 
wl-Ui oidj’ one Chetalk killed, before returning to I^jObljam, 

NOVAK ordered bis unit to leave the area in order to avoid further 
cLaches with the Partisans. His precaution mas in walm Although 
oontinoottBljr under Italian artillery fire, the rndt was attacked 
every place it appeared by greatly svpmrlor Partisan forces, and 
suffu^ heavy casualtieiio 

43. Finally, after two months of heroic resistance egaiBSt attack 
from both Italians and Partisans, the yasS± found itself ovex^ 
whelmed and aunroundad, wiUi Partisans befors it and Italians b»*> 
hind it, without food and ammonitlon, under heavy gun flrs^ and 
cut off from ell camomleation with Colonel NOVAE, Ibi this situ- 
stioiu the unit was compelled to renounce its alXegianee to Gen,

8<^e antl-reb<d. operations. The Partisans offered reiaLstanee 
and were soon dispersed. The Italiane bunodd the yillagsa, looted 
their liihabitanbe possessions^ and many of those who were fortu** 
nate enou^ to escape with their lives, were sent to cone^itratlon 
camps. For their d^eise against the ComoBmlSt terror^ the 
Italians issued the remaining vlllagere a small qpanliiy of rifles 
and ten rounds of ammunltlim for each weapon. The farmars, al- 
though bating ths Italians, could oxGiy accept the offer and the 
number of Hftiito Guard anti-Communist fighters soon xuaidhed 
tween 5 and 6000, who defended their villages succesafully against 
the Partisans, vAua they drove bade Into the woods awd the moutr* 
tains.

49« The Italians, for their part, attempted by sU osans to pre v en t 
the IQSAiL0713 istfluaoce from permeating tho viUagt guarde and 
to bring their own elemente issto positions of p ower* They found 
only an Insignificant nshM’ of todtors, however, and as a reanli: 
of Cothmunlat ^poganda to the effect that the village ^lards

IHKAHOVIC organizaticui receiv^ no direct advantage from the 
presence of this Allied radio mission, but on the oontrazy was 
forced to assume this enormous responsibility, and was subjected 
to inbrigiie frcmi all sides.

practical help in the fora of weapons, food, equlpausit, or l^mda 
aas received* 

73* IiCl?AKi'8 oooperation alorg these linea lasted urtil nid^*Sei3iemher 
when the codblnad action of the Gemana^ Zballana^ and 
Bartlaana destrssred hia unita and oonq^^Jed him to leave Slovenia, 
in ordeir to avoid arrest* 

74a Aa prerlomly mentioned, the radio stations under NOVAK'S protection 
were at all timea at the eocelualve diapoaltion of Chiro Allied Bead- 
quarters where all BOVAE'a dealings were through Ihjor FILLER; in 
Csdro, ?rof eaaor RODQZF acted aa trazialator* the peraiaalon of 

Cairo, the latter maintained oommunieationa with the Clerical Barty'a 
r^esettbative in Slovenia. Dr* IBlos STARES Dr* KRffi need the same 
link from London via Cairo, or directly, using Ida onn apeeta l oli dwr* 
NOVAK was never intbxnsd of the ooctenba of meaaages betweena SREE 
and STARE. lEa his deallnga with Cairo, NOVAK first used hia own 
neuae, later the code name I&Jor BGfi* 

73* According to instruction^ from Cairo, B*I»S* re{n«ii»ntative in 

Ljuibliana, ANTIC, aisd tiiied the radio ' statlMia, and ail pxoeedaral 
matters were settled bedueen him and NOVAK* ANTIC's laeSaages were 
signed *^Z" and meaaageh to him were oazlcad "for EBZ"* This ar- 
rang^erft wozked to evexyone'a aatiafaetlon, but In Idte Sopteidfer 
1943 ANTIC, too, was oompelled to leave Ljubljana* 

76* Reception of tho air bpnratlona frooi- Cairo, v/hich coincided with the 
first Allied air raid In Slcrrents, gave rise to vaxylqg reactions 
from NOVAK'S own feeling of great reaponaiMlity, ^xou^ the en- 
thusiasm aiKi acooDpanyiiig indlserations of hia a^xUere, the fears 
and leys of the true friends of the ICCHAILOVIB oxganiastion, the 
envy and intrigues of those who should have been its friends, to the 
open treason ca its eimles and the Oommuiisbs* 

77* Aa soon as radio liaison had been established trlth Cairo and the 
first messages had been drawn up for transmission, and after having 
built the fOTttidatioixB of an I.S* to act on Cairo's b^ialf. It became 
necessazy to find a means of withdrawing Italian attention from 'Uie 
radio stations* To this end NOVAK personally led hia unit in a raid 
on the Novo l^iiesto area* He h^ied that news of his unit's coopera- 
tion with Cairo vrould peraoade a considerable part of the Village 
Guards to c ease their Italian collaboration and to come over to the 
MIHAILOyxC organization* If this hops had bsan realised, it would 
not only have made protection of the Allied radio stations easier, 
but would have made possible more effective resistaiiee to the oc- 
casional CaKonnist attadcs, axid would have peraltted a larger scale 
of aggressive action againrt the ooenpylQg forces* Once how- 

ever, NOVAK was tmsuecessful in reallring this prajeett Soae of the 
Village Guards dlsplayad a benevolent attitude, others indifference, 
and still others open hostility* They had already been waanMd 
against Joining the IIZHAILOVIC orgarisation, and had developed a 
sort of i mnamit y to the teoqptation* The eonmanding office of the 
Village Guards of Stlena, riio with a pair of his soldLers had secretly 
aided NOVAK's unit in avoldli^ Italian poaltiozia irf>iiA crossing the 
I^jubljana-Hovo 113esto railway^ and ^o had promised to Join NOVAK's 
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niiit. shortly^ was soon denounced along with, hie aoldiere and Iah' 
prlaoned and maltreated by the ItalianSp 

7S, During the co\ma of its Incursion into the Ho«o Ueato area, IKiVAK*s 
unit was obMzved by the Italian airforce and near Vodiee it was 
heavily sheHod by Italian artillery* From as unknown sotiroe, the 
Tt g l had learned of the unlt*s presence in the Zapilaz mountain 
region, v*ere It celebrated the 27th of Tiureh, annivereaxy of the 
date vdien tbs Royal Jugoslav Amy denounced the a hamefb l Aide pact, 
overthrew the Oorve mm ent, and brou^t young King PBIER XX to the 
throne* On this occasion, a service was held In the famous Cfaorcdi 
of the Pilgrims followed by a anall propaganda meeting* Prom the 
UnLt*^^s presence theire, the Italians concluded , that the raxiio sta- 
tions must be nearby, and heavily booibed tho area, damaging the 
churdi; from, a docum^ later taken from the H^ollan I*S« office in 
Ljubljana, N07AE learned of Italian suspicion as to the vbereebouts 
of his ra^o stations* At about this time, too. It was learned that 
the Italians had discovered the contents of 000 of the radio messages, 
^her by deoiphering it or some other osans* It was thus that NOVAK 
changed his name to BOR and revised tds radio proesdure* 

79* During the course of its raid, the Quit was also attadeed by the 
Partisans, but fortunately did not suffer any casualtlee* 

80« In general, the local popiLLations received thO ttait wandy when they 
learned thad; they were in no danger, that it took only such supidles 
as were offered voluntarily, that It paid for everythin requested, 
that it aided the vioUns of Italisn and Cosnunist terror, and that 
it tried to appear and dieappear secretly in order to avoid provoke 
ing reprisals* 

8L. These very factors, hoxaever, marked the beginning of a full scale 
prOfaganeki camp^dffi, both p^Ue and covert against the MIHAILCIVIC 
organisation, not oxdy by the CnmaunlSte bub ^ those who ahovild 
have b^n its friends as well as by its political oppon^s* Ladtial 
locaUSed alarm ^ the Unit's euceesS among the p^puGLatlon, among 
the Village Guardis, and even among ibie iia(b^<>»iiBinL0t BMobers of the 
Partisan units, so<» spread to the entire deiical Party* Official 
Clerlo^ leaders CoEtinued to maintain a cool, though not yet hostile, 
attitude tonards the organization, and tried to Unit Its malber to 
about 30 fighting mma on the pretazt that a grOat^ strength night 
endanger the l^Uage Guards* 

82* General HEHAXXjOVIC, on the other hand, insisted on a rsqd.d and un- 
limited development of HOVAE's Unit In order to be able to fight the 
enemy without, fear of attack from the rear byJliho GoiBDUnlsts* The 
arrival of volunteere into the Unit was eonstont though slow* It 
was joined by a eerbaln ntmdber of UdtlMutlists, idio deserted from 
Partisan units in the German-occupied and Venezia Giulia areas* 

Some 30 officers rotumlng from internment in Italy lioaBdiately 
obeyed NOVAK *s order to escape from l^jtdbljana and to join the Unit* 
Thua, a force of over 100 men was soon gathered, although it was 
hoped greatly to Inmwase this stirength* Ehlargesmant of the tbiit, 
however, was haiqpeved by the constant fear that acceptance of too 
great a number of eas-Partisans might lead to its beobming a Com- 
munist tool* 

For this reason NOVAE further attempted to separate the Village 
Guards from the Italians, this time in the Rovte area, where they 
uwo commanded by Captain VOSHER, and in the Krlm area where they 
were conananded by jSgt. HODHIK; both VQSNHi and HUDHIK had already 
rendered valuable service In providing armament, food, courier serv- 
ice, and in affording sanctuary* VOSNER, a member of the "3CK0L 
Leglon”, and IKJDMIK, a member of the "Slovenian Legion'', were both 
co nal dei*ed highly reliable elements * Negotiations with them were 
ca^ed out in the presence of Dr. SMAJD and Dr* JANBZ, both repre- 
s^itatlves of the Slovenian L^on at MOVAK's headquarters, and in 
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the pree«ice of IdbcnJ. Party Beo4)or RodoXf 2JTMIK} at tliia aaet— 
pxoeedore estal^ahed and the tine eHenent for preparatlotx ' 
ond exeootlon of H07AE*8 plan was flMd, A few days later, howerer, 
NOVAK was informed that ^aomeonen had infomad the Itallana of the 
intentions of VO^ER axA HODNIK* The foraer, hflii^ under d.o«e eur- 
Yelllance by both Italians and the Village Guards, therefore delayed 
action until the situatixMs should be laore f arorahles the latter 
flatly refused to p roceed any further in the plan* 

84« IhralnE heard of ths Unit’s presence in his area, the Itoliaa Coasaader 
of Logatec decided to wipe It cut and to capture the radio atations, 
and coop^Lled Captain VQ8SER and hi« Village Guards to participate 
in the dparatlon. YQGtlBR gave fX)VAK advanesd wandqg of the Italian 
plan, and his sabotaged the action of Italiaa troops; it was thus 
posedble to save the radio ataticNn and avoid b^ng pl ae ^ in too 
difficult, a eltuation# NeYertheless, NCVAK KLansd VOBfJhh for the 
participation of hi a azti*>(VrnBUni8t troops in the ItsCLian hunt 
against the liOllAIIiOVZC ondt . Unrlted by NOVAK to Join his unit wiUi 
those of his soldiers whom he considered rdiable, on the following 
n^hi V0S9ER sent messengers to ell his units with the orde r th at 
the best men vd.th their arms dhould come over to NOVAK. VOSNER’s 
authority, however, was already undermined to such aa extent that 
his subordinate oomoanders refused to oh^ and f creed all their 
soldiers to remain with the Village Guards by threatening reprisals 
against their families ^ould they desert. & the face of this 
latest failure, l^AE reproached the Village Guards for their ear- 
vility towards the eneoyi in reply he was told that ^Tbe Suprone 
Political Council (I) prohiblbed any ocaab act b etween the Village 
Guards and the ChetnlkS of General 7I&IA1LCIV1C^” 

85« jStovenlan Legion represenbatlves- SNAJD, NAICVRR, and DDHOVHlk, all 
attached to HOVAK’s headqpwTtera, pers dmlly interrenad «dth the 
Village Guards against the ICIIIAUfVlC org^mization and a^eLnSt NOVAK 
hiiqself* Considering their activities of a treasoiWible nature^ 

NOVAK, infbrndng the Sldvehiah I^ion of his reaaonU, forced all 
three of them to leave his headquarters, and requesi^ new repre* 
Sentatives. 

$6, The SLov^oian L^on answered by breaking off all relations wtUi 

NOVAK'S headquarters* ia addition. Legion leaders laundaied ^ anti- 
lUnAHOVXC propaganda ceaiqialgn, through the 'filings C^tardsi, forbade 
the population to sell food to NOVAK's soldiMS, aeoretly encouraged 
some of his officers and men to desert the l]tait and Join the Village 
Guards or to go h(^, ozganited a sabotage effort to pssvmt further 
recruiting, organised a flystem to intoreept escapees from German 
territory and forced them to enter the Village Guards, tfareabmaed 
NOVAK'S unit with attack by Village Guards, attoopted to steal radlQ 
; sets and equipment, atteiqibed to dissuade NOVAK 's w/t curators from 
serving further; etc* 

87* From that ticie on, GoieraX MIHAHOVIC's SLovenian organisatlxm, es<^ 
pecially its coidiat imlts, was oosqdetely surrounded by its Geman, 
!R>alian, Partisan, and Village Gu£^ ene^es, a situation whl^ * 
lasted in more or less acute form until the very end. 

BBo In answer to his protest to the S»Z« regarding the behavior and 
attitude of the Slovenian Legion, NOVAK was charged with full re> 
eponslbllity for the situation by ths Clerical Party whi<di avq)ported 
the course of Dr. SLIAJD and his oirele. liberal and Socialist repre- 
sentatiYOs vdio atteepted to reconcile differences botwesgi NCVAK and 
the Clericals altamys ended by yielding to poressnre from the latter. 

order to inpress ipjon NOVAK the inadvisability of hia lUrther 
developing combat xmlts, the S.Z. even went so far as to cease pro~ 
Yiding his organiaatlon with funds; this stand was carried to tl» 
point of failing to turn over funds j^eived from the Government 
abroad for the very purpose of organizing the Anqy under MZBAHjCIVIC. 
This fact was kept from NOVAK at that period. 
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89, Genueral UZH/VII£I7IC of the entire xmaattafaotoi^ situar* 

tioii;, WOTAK tendered hie resignation and jaropoaed that anolAiedt* 
x'epresentati've be sent to SloveitLa filth precise instructions as to 
how to deal With the politicians^ HOSAXUJfllC refused to aece|)t 
HOlTAK*s resignation^ and ordered him to carry on with the origanlza- 
tion of clandestim uidts and collaboration with the poUtldans. 

^th no other choice bat obedienca, NOVAE was able to msliitaln his 
organization with Ibnda proiyided from lSIHAlIXAnC«a soorees in 
Switzerland, to resist S*Zo pressure, and to fl^ sabotage ir>- 
trigoe, and treaehery« 

90« NOVAE re-staffed his headquarters fdth new officers who had been 
rv^eased from Italian eoneentration canq^ following Bishop ROZEISN's 
^larltable lEtervoxtion on behalf of the inbenMSs« Pealing that 
^AE*s actiyities might again bring them to the eoaeant^lon caops, 
these offices unfortomte^ soon fell under the influence of the 
politielana unfavorable to the £HHAH0V1C organigatloai these 
politicians even, tried to draw these officers i nto t he Villag e Guards 
by misusing the names of MHAXLCVXC and NOVAE* NOVAE'S influence 
with the officers was very lindtsd by reason of the fact that he was 
forced to live underground, was constantly pursued bgr the enesgr, 
could not move abort in public, and was wwhle to meet with them 
for full discussion counterbala nce t he destawetive action of the 
politicians. Once again Lt. Col<; PEIBRUN acted as the teetmleal 
executor of this policy' of obstructionism* 

91, Thus, it was that reiULable collaborators both vdthln and withoat 
his headquarters became fewer and fewer* Being able to trust so 
few persons, NOVAE was forced personally to sc^arvise axxi cany out 
almost all political and ^ganiKttlonal work, propaganda^ I.S* 
activities, and operational matters* 

92, In dune 19A3* the Italians started a new attack against MIHAI10VIC 
units in Slovenia; in this operation NOVAE Ibst one officer killed, 

Lt* ZAVRIB, and others had to be dismissed oT sent to hospitals 
because of physical exhaustion and illness* The ^tuation in his 
old area beaming too pr^arious, with two units NOVAE set qidi on a 
raid in the Venezia Giulia and German-occupied areas, then trans- 
ferred the bulk of his effectlvee to the Krim mountain area* There 
the unit was subjected to Xtelian air attack, and to atabu^bes by 
the Partisans against individual soldiers* Although these unpro- 
vok^ individual attacks wounded a nuober of Chethlks, NOVAK re- 
frained frasa reprisals* 

93o About mid-July 1943, NOVAK sent his xmlt in march towards the Nbvo 
Mesto area where a new unit composed of about 109 "SOKOLS” and 
Village Guard deserters was being organized* At Ilova Gora, the 
detachment i»as dialled b7 ItaLian artill«y, and some days later it 
spent two days in crossing the Italian defended iBilmay near Sblena. 

At Otocec, near Novo ZSesto, both detaduneiXts were united, and the 
unit now disposed of 200 effectives* It easily repelled a Cosaianiat 
attack there, axsi lost only one m^ waunded* . 

94, In the meantime, on the 25th of Jifly 1943, the historic e'vent of 
Fascism's fall from power took place* It was clear that this event 
portended Italy's gradual break from GeraaDy, progressive German 
penetration in Italy, and filial oeciqsation^ of the i^reater part of 
Italian territozy* This outcome had been predicted by NOVAE in his 
1942 pamphle t "Liberty or Death", which stated that Italy would in 
any case finish the war on the Allied side* ' 

95, On the 26th of July, .the S«Z* sumsoned a conference udiich was attended 
by important politicians and military z*epresentative8 in addition 

to its regular menbersbip. After Imigtby dLseussldn, it was decided 
that ColoneQ. ELINAR be sent to infona Italian in 

Slovenia General GA12BARA that the new situation • in Itsdy would force 
poli'bical leaders to act in the future without any regard 
vdiateoever for Italian authorities (i), keeping in nrfwri only -the 
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ii^erests of the SLoVenian people* \^th reference to mU l tar y 
measures^ WJ7AK aaphatically pointed out that the time bad cobb 
for the Tillage (hiards to bre^ nith the Italiane if it vMe wiahed 
that th^ not fttll under Cfeman aiitborl^ in the future* He re- 
quested that at least half of the Village Guards^ some 5000 — 

10*000 soldiers^ should desert the Italians and Join Rogfal JvgoailOT 
troops under his caonand* in order that thegr «night disarm the 
Fascists and fig^ the Germans if they tried to occupy SOLorenia* 
and to resist the Commdsba if necessary* and to cooperate with 
the Allies a^n^ the German eneny* After long negotiation* 
N0VAK*s request ms needed* but as a result . of tto peraonsl in- 
tervention of Clerieal leader AVSENEK (now in Rone)* the noriber was 
crut down to only 25 pecoent of Village Guard effeetiYee* that i s* 
about 2500 men* NOVAK ms fbreed to agree that It* Ool* roiERLZN 
be appointed Cptaoazrdex^ln^^Thief of all Village Guards in order to 
carry out their union with the Royal JugoSLaY Aroy in an orderly 
manner; FEflSlLIN was given necessary InfoEraBtioa eonceming the 
nsvenents of IXHAK's units*

It was quite apparent that the situation in Italy and in her drny 
was undergoing a great chaise. Th^ Itallana^ former energy in perse- 
cuting both the Partisans and the Chetnlks gradually. ’ »«a^TM»dv Their 
artillery was placed on the German frontier and providad with radio 
equipped observation points. Th^ provided the Partisuia with

a Gexman dlulston todk over pxoteetion of the I^ublJana^Trleste 
rallnaQr> despite the fhot that there vere Italian earrieons along 
its entire length* Ih IJdblJana the Gestapo openly Installsd it- 
self as an agen^ to observe the TtsQ.lan autho^tieea The sltna* 
tion became so tense that the Slightest Incident wuld have led to 
open cLasdi betneen Geraaii and Italian tro^*

Geroana, it 'nas legitimate to assuiae, Slovenia nould hove been oc~ 
copied tor the GeBBaae, and the f ollCMing qAesti<ni 0 arose: That 
vould be the attitude of the Italian txoops nhen the Gemans began 
to disam then? taiat would be the attitude of tlie Faartlsane and the 
UShite Village Guards?

leasts it was the best disposition for ree^ion and onbillsation 
of volunteers^ The units^ position, however, especially in jthe 
Ribnica area, wo^ad have beep preearLons in case of a ParUiHm 
attack in foreO« 

X13« The Coamnnlats unfortuoat^y decided to attadk only while N^AE*8 
vidts ware still week and isolated, and to foiree Village Guards 
and Partisans to Join Uieir own organlz^lon after dsstructidn of 
hOVAR*s forces.

135o Among the Slovenian politic ians w ho arrived in Rone during this 
period were the Clericals AVSENEK, GODINA, ZEBOT, and KRAEJ, and 
the Liberals E^IGAK, mOIS, lamilK, aid BRSIC; as Rome's libera- 
tion did not appear itoihont, the two latter returned to SLayshia 
addle tlie otbhrs rSmainSd* Of this gto.bP* NOVAE'S main contact was 
Tdth Dr* KiEZlGAR.. His only contact with the Clericals was on one 
occasion toen Dr« KRALJ insisted tsqpon a meeting at whito he requested 
NOVAK to furnish a declaration for the Allies concerning events in 
Slovenia identical to one beit^ prepared by the other politicians.

At last there arrived in Rome the Slovenian "enfant terrible" Vbjvoda 
Dobrosav JEVDJE7IC, an Inteliigent man, fluent in several languages, 
good orator with a strong mass appeal, a politician with ehamitoeon- 
like ability to change color, even during the war a {dtosure and 
money seeker, hlto^y anhitlous, and etctremeOy ganrulous. In Rei'se- 
govlna, he had aroused the Serbian people to resistance against the 
Croatian Ustaachaj with both overt and seeret Italian support, he 
had organized his otm Chetnik groups to fight the Croats awl the 
Commuzdsts, ho ha^ crrSnged "accoonodations" with the Italian authori- 
ties, had carried on a number of double games, and had also mqr»ag<»^ 
to fbrnish oonaidsrable useful information to the Allies. He later 
established relations with Gtoeral JDHAILCfVIC to wtose organisation 
he rendered a nunber of valuable service, Imt still more disservlcos. 
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Genw^ MJHAILpTIC cooLd never complete cota* upon JSTDSBnC 
upon vijoiB lie hiuS no powe r to impose, his personality his points 
of view. Thus, JEifDJEflB carried oh using and nd»^«aing General 
TUTHflTTnrTfT»fl mme as he saw fit. IJIHA3X07IC never agreed with 
the activities carried on ty JETOJEy iC, u sually did nob even know 
in vhat sui^ activltioB consisted, dEfflWByiC olton sent false in* 
foimation to \ mmurm c in the hope of obtaining the latter's 
benevolence and stanp of legitiiaacy. Alt hough he jarofessed special 
taleiAs In the field of I,S, activities, J1WIMB71C was incapable of 
Hi 5 t M r elishing between important facts and trivia, and vcub oonpletely 
ifl r-kT"£ in the d*condltio sine qua non** of this delicate field, 
ability to xoainb^ secailty. Although he did furnish a certain 
^vTMMirih of useful information along with a mass of useless details, 
JEVDlEVlC publioly boaited that ha was ” an E nglish epy'* and that hs 
was in radio contact with General fiSHAUDTlC, the su ntne r of X9UU, 
JQS7DJE7IC had gone so far in his childish aiid dangerous boasting 
4 that Genu^d. WSIAIUN'ID waS forced pidtUdy to disavow any connect 
tion with In apits of the diMous aspects of his ac^vlties, 

JEVDJWIC was not aotuoUy pxo--Gets>an or pro-Italian aiid he did not 
wish to bxlng any harm to the MXHAILCliriC o rganigatlo g; pursuing his 
own politioal and peirsonal alms, however, JETDJEVIC ms not greatly 
bothered by tacti^ questions and sto<^ped to the basest ways and 
means of attaining his ends, exalting Ms ossi beloved person as much

of whom Mon came into eon^ct with persons contrary to the 
MlHAlI£tVIC organization and to NOVAK. HUCEU especially mas sub- 
jected to pressure in an effort to persuade him to stop woridLhg for 
NOVAK and to break off the contact ivith IIZBAILOVIC. ^ the Clericals 
in Rome as represented by GC^INA, by General RUPNlE*s Domobran 
circles, and by Ur.

food conditions in Banjiea were even worse than those previously 
ecdsting at "Ratzddd dom", it -was possible to receive parcels 
once a we^ ar>d thus -to maintain some sort of Clandestine oonbaet 
with the outside world. At this tine Banjiea taousiad about 3^000 
prisoners, half of them MIHAILCVIC foUowars, about a quarter of 
them (kmniunists, and the rest eranon criminslso NGITAK was conflnsd 
to a ward hou8i% 108 inrlsoners of 13 different nationalities. 

Among the Serbs, Croats, Slovenss, Greeks, l^aUaha, BungBiians, 
Rumanians, Rusrians, ft^Saeihf Albenians, Jews, and Germans 

trota. all ranks -nalks of life, there were even a nadher of 
Allied distressed air personnel# 

202. Among other inmates ot NCVAK*s ward ware Ibjor FESHZHEK, Captain 
GBRASOVIC, Dr. Hjegos FSTROTIC, Dr. ZI7AND71C, Dr. ORISOGCIIO, 

Engineer DBKIE:, Qnginser IXOC, and ANGEIOr. At this time N07AK 
learned to hie great regret that the Germans had s uc c e ed e d in 
capturing almst the entire strength of -the UIRAILGVIG Belgrade 
organiaatlon, among them the Corps coBOandar and three brigade 
eonmanders, in addition to lesser figures. Among th e fe male - 
prleoners was the vdfe of tKATAE's friend Zarko TQDGROnBi shortly 
before. General IlIRAIiCliriCI*s wife, esctrboiely HI, IumI bem r^ 
leased after 12 moiitlie iB^[trlsoiw»nt. 

203. Sanitary conditions in the prison ware appalling. Im addi t ion to 
those estecuted by the GOnmns, therb were 10 or 15 deathe tunoug 
the prisoners frw other causes. 

204. NCnrAK managed clandestinaly to Inform hia organisation of his im- 
prisonment in Baarjica, and received an answer that an actteoipt 
would be made 'to liberate him. 

205. In Ifiay 1944* l)Cf9AK was ro-lnbe|Tqgated, this time Igr Wahrmadit 
representatives. By now. General UIHAZLOOC had bcM dropped by 
London and was no lMig& lOnlsteF of Ifeirf the BQBASIC g p vernasnb 
had thrown its support behind TlT0*s policies; the Gemans sup- 
ported and UOnc in a propaganda caspaign against lORAZIOnc, 
a canpaign tdiich had Its proponmbs In the prison. 

206. NOVAK was shown far greater consideration the WboRnaChb than by 
the Gestapo during the "RstniddL dam” q^stioning, and there was 
already c^parmit a wide dl-vergenoy of method axvi opinion betw ocn 
the tvD servioee. The NChmaefat interrqgatcnrw apperently aecepbed 
N07AK*s story and hairilsd him wlHi a certain d s gr e e of regard. 

207« After nearly two ibonths imprisoinient at Banjiea, eochausted and lU, 
NOVAK was transferred to BLed in Slovenia where he-wM placed at 
the disposition of the Colonel FEhorikiiBR whom he had previouely 
refused to meet. He arrived there on 8 June 1944. 

In ELed, NOVAK -use confined to a room in a hotel partially occupied 
fay the German security servlM. After having been Interrogated 
on the Slovenian phase of hie activities, he was pemdtted to walk 
about the village^ but was required to take hia in his room 

ai^ to rwnain there when not actually wALking* Thou^ eXoseOLy 
latched, Novak was far better off than In Belgradet Be could now 
wrl-be, although his letters were si&Jeet to censorvdiip} and he also 
had eoxisideroble opportunity to engage in el ftwdn«fr.4tiA correspondence; 
most Inportaht of all, MCSWK had opportunity to bribe those charged

He thus had 
an opportunity in Abagata to contact Mra. ERZSTOF, who succeeded 
in OTgonising their eect^ from Trt.eBbe btfore the GmcmaaB eould 
prevent it. 

2l0<i On 14 August 1944 NOVAE and Ifira. KBI8KF departed for Bolo^, 
where they hop^ to meet the Allies who bad already Ubevdted 
Florence«

KEOaSKP in their flight 
by escaping with them and by dovering 'Uiea with their own false 
documents. Contrary to NCVAK's hopes, Bologna had tub been liber- 
ated by the tinb he and IfrS* Kia:sSO^ arrived there oh 26 Angusb 
1944* living under false daeunants as Professor Brans ABCADI, 
NOVAEstayed In Bol o g n a for Sin aohths, hoping confcinBDusly in the 
city's imminent oecupatiOn by the Alllee* Ftar the first diu^

learned from certain 6K-eol$lfrs of JEVOJEVIC that he was sou^ 
by Gernw and Fascist police in Bologna as a result cf . a deauneia- 
tion to the effect that he was carrying impcntant messages to the 
Alli 0 So 3ii rsaUtgr^ KWAK was sqgaged in no au^ oisslon^ bo!b 
evidently some of his ’^friendso were desirous that he should 
disai^pear forever and be prevented from Joining the Allies. TO

Mroo SRISTOP was required to present herself twloe daily to the

Fortunately, the Germans did not know M rs* E HlsrOF*8 tnie identity and 
she j^wolded being held as a hostage for NOVAK* In this manner, 
a few days* time was gained* 

215* As soon as the Bologna patriots leamed of ^e IncidBiife whloh had 
befallen ROVAK, they offered him their help and provided him with 
a false travel penult* On 25 !fiu:eh one of then, a certain Haorlo 
ZUGCHStLI from Fanasao, with the aid of a relative of his 

named Mula, acoompanlsd H07AK from Bologna to Fhnsiia, and fr«a 
them thzou^ the Genian lines on the fulowlng dey, 

216^» Brazilian anMi oglt ies at Xizeano and Aiaartean auftlMrltiee «t 
Porxetta gave IdVAK a heart*«endng reception, and on 38 fihr^ 
oonelgnbd him to the Florence refugee caog> from which he was re*> 
ledscd by British It* SEUSIo Two days latw IRI9F0F and her 
daughter Tatiana arrived in Florence via the sane route* 

217* In Florence, NOVAK presented himeelf to the local F3S offios and 
requested that he be sent to Roms , or Bari in order to report to 
the -Royal Jtgoalaer Btoslon attached to the British hsadquaxters 
wiih which he had edepsrated in 19A5* NOVAK was pmmismd that 
his request wOolil be granted, but on 2 April, wttttemt any explana- 
tion idiatsoever, he wee incarcerated in the IbaXlan Ilnratte pxlaon 
in Florence. In Britiidi XENIS* offLce, NCVAK was relieved 
of all hie money and peraoa^ beldQgingB and no receipt was given

218* Ifrs* KRXSTOF and Tatjana, in the neantlme, had been interned in 

the Hotel Feniee and were left there for several days without food 
or money* They were later given most of the money taken from 
NOVAK at the local office, and wrwe allowed to biqr their owm 
meals in public restaurmots wAere thqy were always guarded ty 
Italian Carabinieri or public security agents* 

219* NOVAK was not subjected to interrogation in Flcuranee*

transferred first to the hospltad. at the E boll camp and later to 
the British hospital in Ifeples, nhere N07AK found her towards the 
end of January 19J»6, ree^ving eoapetext msdleal care and well on 
the vray to reeoveiy» 

222, Until the beginning of Oscen&ear N07AK had been (jaeatioiied 

only in hay and June by -various interrogators* On 10 Deeaober, 
Ca^ain SARDCR declared that all adsundBrstandings had been 
cleared up, and stated that II07AK would soon be transferred to 
the cao^ Tdoexe Mrs* ERISTOP was an inmate. SABDOR explained that 
N07AE had been inprlsoned so long because prison headquarters had 
"sort of forgotten” him* On the 26th. of December, however, to his 
greet surprise, WfAK. was transferred to the Italian prieon in 
Bari where he has kept in solitary confinemanb, given eery little

At Sboli camp NOVAS, in addition to elements vMch had astuidly 
belonged to the MIEAILCVIC oiganixatirar, foubl a nultitudc of people 
vdu>, during war had fought against it and had Jainsd the Royal 
Jugoslav Arsy only subsequent to German defeat.
